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A SOCIALIST DREAM. 

The movement of the Independent Labor Party of Eng- 
land to unite with the Moscow Internationals will go the same 
way as former movements to internationalize Communism. 
The program is an ancient one. The demand for a minimum 
work day at a maximum pay is a venerable dream. The argu- 
ment that some men must work long hours because others 
work not at all, that if all men were producers most of the 

¢ day might be spent in leisure, is not a new panacea for indus- 
 tria) difficulties. 

Seventy years ago the American disciples of Fourier, 
the French social reformer, were preaching the gospel of a 

* new social order, and trying hard to show their faith by their 
works, at Brook Farm, the American Phalanx, and other 
communities. They argued that with no drones in the social 
hive, and with every adult employed in some useful and pro- 
ductive effort, three or four hours’ labor every day would 
supply all the needs of the members of and leave a big 
balante of time for the culture of mind and spirit. The par- 
ticular attempts ing out this theory failed, and no one 
since has done much better than did Horace Greeley, George 
Ripley and George William Curtis when they gave the enthu- 
eiaem of youth to an effort of organizing society on the basis 
of simple nd high thinking. 

Neither did the followers of Fourier nor the present in- 
ternational Communists take into account certain facts of 
human experience which have manifested themselves duxing 
the development.of society. Think as we should in the igea! 
world, men and women must live in the real world. The 
world does not abide, and will not, on the common level of 
anybody's notion of the simple life. No arbitrary definition 
of what are necessaries and what are luxuries will help in 
settling the matter. Everywhere and always economic pros- 
perity has increased the standard of living and carried the ° 

‘ luxuries of one generatian into the class of necessities in the 
next. This is true of the agriculturist on the frontier or the 
immigrant on the Fast Side in modern Gotham. 

However valuable the dreamers and idealistsemay he as - 
advance agents of a better social order, they are seldom able 
practically to apply their own ideals. Other men in gther 
ways generally bring about larger good. Neither the inno- 
cent idealists nor the malicious agitators are able to see, or 
willing to admit, that much of the social unrest and envy and 
the exaggerated class consciousness are due to the desire of 
the masses to ke@p pace with those who are supposed to be 
the classes. What aggravates the situation is that few of the 
men and women at the top have the wisdom or the willingness 
to set a pace in thé standard of living which will not economi- 
cally kill those who ape it. It is reasonably certain that many 
of the economic and social ideals of our times, borrowed in the 
main part from the past, depend more their realization 
upon changing the constitution of human nature than they do 
upon amending the constitution of the commonwealth.— .
